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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-121 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

I. Claims 4-13 directed to a system, method, and computer readable medium for 
calculating resins. 

II. Claims 14-22 directed to a system, method, and computer readable medium for 
predicting adhesive properties. 

III. Claims 23-30 directed to a system, method, and computer readable medium for 
predicting intrinsic viscosity degradation. 

IV. Claims 3 1 -38 directed to a system, method, and computer readable medium for 
estimating part costs. 

V. Claims 39-46 directed to a system, method, and computer readable medium for 
calculating melting viscosity. 

VI. Claims 47-53 directed to a system, method, and computer readable medium for 
calculating theoretical strain. 

VII. Claims 54-60 directed to a system, method, and computer readable medium for 
calculating minimum coolant flow rate. 

VIII. Claims 61-70 directed to a system, method, and computer readable medium using 
oxygen ingress input. 
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IX. Claims 71-77 directed to a system, method, and computer readable medium using 
inhibitor recommendation input. 

X. Claims 78-93 directed to a system, method, and computer readable medium using 
plasticizer formulation input. 

XL Claims 94-99 directed to a system, method, and computer readable medium using 
anti-oxidant input. 

XII. Claims 100-1 1 1 directed to a system, method, and computer readable medium using 
weighting agent calculation input. 

XIII. Claims 112-121 directed to a system, method, and computer readable medium 
using solvent reformulation input. 

Note that claim 1 16 as written is improperly dependent upon claim 96.
